Historically, according to the Monsignor Jules O. Daigle dictionary, "Cajuns" are "the 
descendants of the French people who colonized the general area of Acadia, now known 
as Nova Scotia, beginning in 1604." 


The language spoken in Acadia was French and the Acadians maintained close contacts 
with France. But when they were driven out of Nova Scotia by the British in the 1750's and 
settled in southern Louisiana, they severed their connections with France and found 
differences in the flora and fauna around them, requiring new words. The language began 
to evolve independently. Monsignor Daigle's 594-page tome, privately printed at his 
own expense of $50,000, is the first systematic attempt to produce a comprehensive 
dictionary of the Cajun tongue. “Laissez les bons temps rouler” is the Cajun French 
(Louisiana) for “let the good times roll” versus France’s version “Prenons du bon temps.”

100th Anniversary for Summerville Depot 


The Summerville Depot is located at 119 East Washington Street in downtown Summerville, Georgia. A special 100th 
Anniversary Birthday Celebration was held Saturday, April 7, 2018, to honor of the Historic Summerville Depot. More than 
50 specialty, retail, craft, and food vendors from Georgia, Tennessee, and Alabama were on hand, as well as a Kids Zone 
with inflatables and bungee jumping. Market hours are 10 a.m. to 3 p.m. and admission is free. The city gave away 2,000 
38mm diameter wooden nickels during the event beginning at 10 a.m. to the first attendees while supplies lasted. The 
original Summerville Depot was constructed in 1889 and served the Chattanooga, Rome, and Columbus Railroad that was 
built to Lyerty, Summerville, and Trion. The railroad was merged into the Central of Georgia system in 1901. However, the 
depot burned on two occasions. The current depot was constructed in 1918 and was a fully operating depot until 
the 1950s. The Summerville Depot was preserved as a historic site and was placed on the National Historic Register of 
Historical Places in 1992. It currently serves as headquarters for the Chattooga County Historical Society and plays host to 
monthly Summerville Main Street events, as the Tennessee Valley Railroad Museum steam excursion trains arrive from 
Chattanooga.

The Carson City U.S. Mint’s formal mint 
status was withdrawn in 1899 due to the 
drastic decline in mining on the Comstock. 
The facility continued to function as an assay 
office until it closed in 1933. It was sold to 
the state of Nevada in 1939 for $10,000. 
Today, it functions as the Nevada State 
Museum.

The couple also issued 200 of this 50th Anniversary 
wood in 1996 (9800-117). It includes double-date

year after WWII ended. 





John issued a different wood for every organization that he belonged to. 
For example this Canadian Numismatic Association (CNA, now RCNA) 
“star” wood reflecting his Lifetime Membership #134 (9800-160). He 
also issued ones for TAMS, CPMS, ALPCA, VNS, NSNS, CLBCC, RPSC, 
CAWMC, and Police Insignia.
